CAI* Course 




The 360 OS/MVT Operator course is now avail- 
able on the Boeing Computer Services computer- 
assisted instruction system. The course provides 
instruction on the loading and processing of 
system and problem programs and can be taken 
via a terminal connected to a BCS computer 
through regular telephone circuits. 

CAI is a relatively new method of training that 
provides the student individual instruction at 
his company's location without the necessity of 
a formal instructor. Classes can be taken on 
nearly any schedule and, in addition, do not 
require your computer to be taken off-line for 
training exercises. 

The 360 operator CAI course can be used for 
employee training, testing, or general review.

The type of logic illustrated in the following 
flow chart is used extensively in each lesson of 


the 360 console operator CAI series. This fea- 
ture allows the student to skip material with 
which he is familiar and, at the same time, to 
ensure that he does in fact know it.
